Weather Tough On Livestock 

The sub-zero weather we are now enduring and 
which, with practically no relief, has been with us 
since the blizzard of December 14-15, has been hard 
on other living things besides humans. 

Since the last issue of the Advocate, reports 
have been coming in of stock losses and of cattle 
becoming so weak from the continuing below-zero 
temperatures that additional losses can be expected. 
A shortage of hay is beginning to be felt in some 
parts of this area and could seriously affect the 
ability of some cattle herds to withstand the severe 
weather. 

Many pheasants and even some partridge are re¬ 
ported to have died from suffocation during the bliz¬ 
zard and farmers report considerably fewer pheas¬ 
ants feeding around farm yards than before the 
blizzard. A Tuesday morning radio report stated that 
the pheasant and partridge population has been re¬ 
duced 50 per cent by the storm and subsequent cold 
weather. 

In regards to cattle again, conditions are simi¬ 
lar up to this point to the infamous winter of 
1906-07, when only about half the range cattle in 
Southern Alberta survived the winter. At that time, 
following weeks of sub-zero cold and heavy snow, 
a short-lived Chinook caused a heavy crust to form 
on the snow, making grazing impossible and thous¬ 
ands of cattle perished. Range cattle could be hard 
hit this winter if a similar weather pattern develops. 

It is hoped, then, that when this cold weather 
breaks a Chinook or warm weather trend will be of 
sufficient duration to at least partially clear pastures 
and ranges of snow.
